When¬ 
ever there it a hard, dangerous, exacting job to be 
dooe. they come swaggering up, in overalls and leather 
gloves, and take it on. 

Men of this type took sspia re-riggers around Cape 
Horn; they manned the hard-cate ranks of the great 
lumber industry; they built cities and harnessed streams 
and mined minerals; they smelted ores and herded 
cattle and established fisheries—ignoring danger and 
hardship, rolling up a casualty list that would make 
an old-time battle look like a summer picnic, and 
doing it all without benefit of.brass bands, medals. Of 
newspaper photographers.

For Instance, 
spinach la a rich source of iron and 
also supplies vitamins in abundance. 
Milk is the cheapest source of cal¬ 
cium and a fairly economical source 
of fuet protein and phosphorus. 
Rggs are not only a source of protein 
but are rich in calcium, phosphorus 
and Iron as well as three valuable 
vitamins. A, B and D. 

When eggs are cheap, they make 
splendid meat substitutes.
